WASHINGTON, March 1st. — "If 
the Democratic administration had 
taken as much time and had been as 
slow in preparinir ^or prosecuting a 
successful war as the Republican 
party has been in giving justice to 
the aoldien, aailon and marines who 
won that gieot vietory, the German 
Kaisor Thnraday would be military 
master of the world," said Congress- 
man J. Campbell Cantrill, of Ken- 
tucky, in the House of Representa- 
tives Thursday in protesting against 
further delay by the majority in rec- 
ognizing the aarvtoe men of tht n- 
cent war. 

The House had under considera- 
tion a rule to take from the several 
committees to which they had been 
referred all bills pertaining to rec- 
ognitkm of services of soldiers, sail- 
ors and marines in the World War 
and to refer all of them to the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means. The 
Democrats offered as a substitute 
that they be referred to a special 
committee to be appointed by the 
Speaker. It was claimed by Demo- 
crats that reference to the Ways and 
Means Committee was mereJy a cam- 
ouflage for killing all the bills and 
refusing to act. 

Mr. Cantrill specifically charged 
the majority with a deliberate inten- 
tion to pvsvont legislation in behalf 
of tho sOTviee men. '^t is a command 
from the steering committee of this 
House to kill this legislation/' he as- 
serted, "just as the steering commit- 
tee has commanded the Judiciary 
Com^nittee, the Committee on Publfc 
Lands, the Public Buildings and 
Grounds Committee, the Committee 
on Education and other great com- 
mittees of this House to bury legis- 
lation which the members of these 
great committees have stood for." 

Mr. Cantrill called attention to 
the fact that the majority was being 
forced to some sort of action on the 
matter by Congressman Ro3ral John- 
son, of South Dakota, who was an 
officer in the army during the war. 
He said Mr, Johnson had expressed 
thci intention to call a caucus of the 
Republican membership of the House 
had laid down the law, saying unless 
action was taken he would let the 
country know where the responsi- 
bility lies. 

is at his request today," said 
Bfr. Gantrin, *that you are trying 
to camouflage thte proposition and 
make it appear to the country that 
you are going to do something for 
the ex-service men. I sincerely hope 
that you will." 

Addressing the Republican major- 
ity, Mr. Cantrill said: \ 

"You have now four nlonths until 
your national convention. Do not 
put this thing off. I serve notice on 
you now that this side of the House 
will bring this question to your at- 
tention again. Bring in some kind 
of a bill between now and your na- 
tional convention and pass it through 
the Hooaft for the benefit of the ex- 
serviee men.

SECTION 1. -The following .'-treets 
and portions thereof are hereby

WASHINGTON, March Ist. —

Bainbridge Colby, a New York attor- 
ney, who left the Republican party 
with Theodore Roosevelt in 1912, 
as Secretary of State.
